A GREAT PROBLEM. 


The impression seems t2 be general 
that the Comstock lode will show 
nothing in the lower leveis to justify 
the enormous expense of working, 
‘and that very soon it will have to be 
abandoned. It will be very interest- 
ing to note the effect of this great loss 
upon the State of Nevada and the 
country at large. Ever since the dis- 
covery of the mines the idea has been 
general that Nevada depended almost 
entirely upon them for her prosperity. 
When they were not booming all 
branches of business were dull. When 
they were up money was plenty. It 
has been held that when the Comstock 
petered out—if it ever did—the State 
might as well be turned over to the 
Chinamen or the Piutes. We differ 
eutirely from this view of the case. 
While we are glad to see all parts of 
the country prosperous, and feel as 
sad as any one to think of the grand 
Comstock dismantled of its machinery 
and deserted by its noble and gen- 
erous citizens, yet we believe that the 
rest of the State will continue about 
as before, and only in a very few dis- 
tricts will any permanent loss be felt. 
It used to be believed that Washoe 
county depended almost entirely on 
the mines for its market, and yet hay 
has sold this Winter for the highest 
price ever known. A reliable and 
steady market comes from the saw- 
mills on the Truckee river and the 
cattle trade. So far as any of the 
wealth turned out of the mines enrich- 
ing Nevada people gocs it has been 
the reverse of true. Reno and Carson 
have both put enough money in to 
build duplicate towns. While stocks 
were up every one felt rich, and the 
stock gamblers lived extravagantly, 
neglecting his business and cultivat— 
ing discontent. When they were 
down he was hard up or “ busted,” 
and with no heart for work or slow 
gains, he bet his last dollar and 
waited for a rise. Nevada has lived 
the life of a drunkard for the last 20 
years. She has been either wild with 
excitement or deep in despair. When- 
ever there was a depression, instead 
of going to work to secure a steady 
growth with the strength which comes 
from permanency, she sought a stimu- 
lant in the way of a stock excitement, 
which acted exactly like a drink of 
liquor on the human system. When 
the first effect passed off a reaction set 
in, leaving her flabby, flat and out of 
sorts, with no heart for business, no 
strength for work. Now, take away 
the stimulant and let us build up 
slowly but surely. Deprive the 
drunkard of his cocktail and his fre— 
guent guzzle and let him live on good 
solid food, and he will be much the 
better for it. As soon as he gets over 
the first fit of weakness and his diges- 
tion begins to take hold, his heart 
work regularly and his brain cooled 
off, he will be a new man. So let 
Nevada drop her stock gambling. 
Let us go to work to build up on our 
own merits. Let us quit trying to 
put a‘dime in a whirlpool and grab 
out a dollar. Let us encourage the 
development of every little atom of 
wealth in sight. Let more gardens be 
planted. Let niore families keep a cow. : 
Let the housewife get a few chickens 
and watch for fresh’ eggs. Let the 
children pull weeds and pick up chips 
instead of roaming the streets. Let 
us save on our drioks, study our busi- 
ness closer, play a few less billiards, 
talk less politics, cut our own wood, 
as our forefathers used to do, save all 
‘we can and get out of debt, and if 
there is another stock excitement keep 
entirely clear of it, and we will soon 
have a prosperous State. -

W. A, Walker then 
read a poem, “The Blue and the Gray,” 
followed by music by the band. The 
committee then decorated the grave of 
Isaac Chamberlain, already beauti- 
fully’ cevered by flowers placed 
there by the kind and loving hands 
of his wife. The procession was again 
formed uxder the direction of W. H. 
Bechtel, who acted as Marshal, and 
marched to the Hillside Cem 
where the exercises were opened ; 
Rev. Mr. Jenvey, followed by music 
by the band. R. H. Lindsay, Esq., 
delivered a very appropriate and feel- 
ing address, The lateness of the hour 
makes it impossible to give his ora- 
tion, but all agree ia saying that it 
was excellent. The choir then sang 
“Go Bury Thy Sorrow,” bringing 
tears to the eyes of all. The remains 
of Major C. Scoville, McGee, 
Thomas Laswell, a man named Good- 
row and James” Hl are all buried 
there. Mansell, who was in the Con- 
federate Army, was captured at the 
battle of Bull Run by the Union 
Army and, taking the oath, joined the 
Union forces and served till the close 
of the war. Their graves were covered 
with flowers by the hands of surviving 
comrades. v. Mr. Jenvey then 
pronounced a benediction, and the pro- 
cession quietly dispersed.

BAKING UP TUE RECORDS. 


A War among the Railroad Kings of 
the Pacifie Coast. — 3 

‘The great railroad family seems to 
have its troubles the same as poor 


people, Mrs. David D, Colton, doubt- 
less inspired by some busy lawyer, 
has gone to work to-day to break the 
sale of stocks etc., she made to her 
husband’s pertners soon after his 
death. The Bulletin’s account of the 
matter is as follows: 

A few days since, Mrs. E. M. Colton, 
widow of D. D. Colton, by her 
attorney, G. Frank Smith, filed a 
complaint in the Superior Court 
against Leland Stanford, C. P. Hunt- 
ington, Charles Crocker, and Wells, 
Fargo & Co., to set aside an assign- 
ment of railroad bonds, etc., of the 
alleged market value of between three 
and four millions of dollars, made by 
plaintiff to the defendants on the 


27th of Atigust 1879, on the ground: 
that such assignment was made 
through a mistuke. It was also 
charged that defendant Crocker had 
used undue influence to bring about 
said assignment. As Mr. Crocker ex- 
pects soon to leave for the East, and 
may perhaps extend his trip to Europe, 
he, on Saturday last, made a deposition. 


MR. CROCKER SAID 


After the death of Mr. Colton deponent 
went to the house of Mrs. Colton and 
informed her that her husband had 
embezzled funds belonging to — the 
Railroad Company. Deponent testified 
to the effect that he never introduced 
t ubject of Mr. Co!ton’s businees 

i the Railroad Company in any 
convérsation he bad with Mrs. Colton. 
At thetjme of General Celton’s death 
he was ifthe city of London, aod on 
his return Wegmade several neighborly 
visits to Mrs.\“olton, who, at times, 
spoke of the bintness, saying that it 
was reported that er husband had 
died ‘insolvent, and tiat her home- 
stead was mortgaged. Mr. Crocker 
did not believe that General Colton 
had mortgaged her homestead. He 
advised her to pay no attention. ‘to 
these reports. The last conversation 
he everhad with Mrs. Colton was as 
friendly as. could possibly be, and at 
that time he did not know that General 
Colton had embezzled funds, — 

He explained that he had informed 
Mrs. Colton’s attorney of the fact that 
hooks, exclusively under the control 
of General Colton and his evlerk, « 
brother of Mrs. Colton, showed that 
Colton had embezzled large sums of 
money. Mr. Wilson said it could not 
be possible that Colton would be 
guilty of such crimes, and asked if 
there was no explanation. Mr. Crocker 
then said there was no explanation 
that he knew of, but that if Mr. 
Wilson would také the matter in haod 
and satisfy him that General Colton 
was guiltless, he would out of his 
own pocket pay him $10,000. He 
would do this much to vindicate the 
honor of bis deceased friend ; but upun 
a full examination of all the accounts 
the evidence of Colton’s guilt was con- 
clusive and overwhelming. This fact 
he never communicated to any one 
except his immediate associates, and 
to Mr. Wilson, Mrs. Colton’s attorney, 
and to Lioyd Tevis, her agent. From 
the time that he discovered Colton’s 
guilt, he had never spoken to Mrs. 
Colton, but avoided her, because he 
would not be the bearer of such un- 
welcome news, and that so far from 
threatening any of Mrs. Colten’s 
friends with any exposure, he endeav-— 
ored by every means in his power to 
concéal his culpability, and so far as 
he knew, it had not been made public 
until the complaint in this case was 
filed. 

OF THE EMBEZZLEMENT, 


the following explanation was made: 
The Rocky Mountain Coal Company 
was under the exclusive charge of 
General Colton. His bookkeeper was 
named White, a brother of Mrs. 
Colton. General Colton handled any 
amount of money without check. The 
first thing that ever excited anybody’s 
suspicion was a letter from Mrs Celton, 
addressed to Mr. Huntington in New 
York, urging him very strongly. to 
appoint a certain friend of hers, whom 
she had named, Mr. Colton's successor 
as- President of the Rocky Mountain 
Coal Compuny. This request, an un- 
usual one from a woman who had 
taken no interest in business affairs, 
led Mr. Huntingten to suspect that 
there might be something wrung. Mr. 
Huntington telegraphed to have an 
examination made of the books of that 
Company. That examination did not 
go very far when it became very 
evident that large sums of money had 
been embezzled, the same vouchcr 
being used twice to cover up false 
entries made. 


OTHER INDEBTEDNESS. 


It appeared further from Mr. 
Crocker’s testimony that General Col- 
ton owed Stanford, Huntington & 
Crocker $1,000,000, besides the su.n 
embezzled, and besides his liability as 
a stockholder in the Western Develop- 
ment Company, and all of Colton’s 
property would not have satisfied, 
within many thousand dollars, this 
liability. Their action was with the 
intent and pu _ Of saving the 
memory of General Colton, and of 
concealing from the world the fact 
that one so much trusted as General 
Colton had betrayed his trust, for the 
facts would have been made public if 
these claims had been filed in the 
Probate Court. Stanford, Hunting- 
ton and myself, at the solicitation of 
Mr. Wilson, attorney, and Mr. Tevis, 
the agent of Mrs. Colton, gave up the 
note, assumed General Colton’s indebt-
